Johnson declared nine Florida 
counties a major disaster area 
because of the battering they 
took from hurricane Cleo nearly 


two weeks ago. Some of the 
sam e counties were being torn 
by Dora today. 


Dora, with an eye measuring 
40 to 50 m iles across, 
flung 
tides up to six feet above nor­ 
mal 
ahead 
of it 
against 
the 
Florida 
and 
Georgia 
coasts, 
tearing away fishing piers, in­ 
undating downtown streets 
in 
seaside towns and ripping up 
parts of scenic Highway AIA in 
Florida.

The switch to a more north­ 
westerly course brought an ex­ 
tension of hurricane warnings 
northward to Charleston, S.C.

Chrysler, UAW Reach 3-Year Contract

DETROIT (U PI)—The United 
Auto 
Workers 
Union 
and 
Chrysler Corp. today reached 
agreem ent on the richest con­ 
tract 
in 
automotive 
history, 
calling for benefits that could 
cost Chrysler up to $90 million 
over the three-year span of the 
pact. 


UAW President Walter Reu- 
ther 
estim ated 
the 
worth 
of 
the contract, which was worked 
out only 55 minutes before the 
IO a.m. EST strike deadline, at 
54 cents an hour a year for the 
three years. Company officials 
estimated 
it 
as 
high 
as 
80 
cents. The contract called for 


retirement benefits up to $400 
a 
month, 
exclusive of Social 
Security, early retirement and 
improved 
working 
conditions, 
as well as a wage hike. 
The agreem ent cam e too late 
to prevent walkouts at at least 
nine Chrysler plants—seven in 
the Detroit area and at New­ 
ark, 
Del., 
and 
Los 
Angeles. 
But the workers were expected 
to 
return 
by 
this 
afternoon, 
when 
they 
received 
official 
word of the settlement. 
Approval Expected Tonight 
The UAW international exe 
cutive board was to meet at 7 
p.m. to discuss the settlement, 


approve it and recommend ac 
ceptance to the workers. 
Shortly before he made the

settlem ent, Reuther telephoned 
President Johnson in Washing­ 
ton, He said the President “ ob­ 
viously shared the sam e sense 
of satisfaction we did.”

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Two Views Of Bobby Kennedy 


A Faithful Public Servant Or A Failure? 


By Jack Vandenberg 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Almost four 
years as attorney general and top gov­ 
ernment trouble shooter have etched Rob. 
rrt F. Kennedy’s boyish face with deep 
lines. 
, ' 
His eyes — which now flash only oc­ 
casionally with the joy of his youth— 
8re set in deep furrows, much like those 
of his brother, the late President Ken­ 
nedy. 
7 Flecks of grey are almost invisible 
against the background of his light brown 
tousled hair. But they are there. 
He often seems to be deep in con­ 
tem plation and he appears to have ma 
tured, in appearance, in his outlook and 
,Jn 
his actions. 


Much of the change was brought about 
by his brother’s assassination — a blow 
from which Bob Kennedy will never ful­ 
ly recover. 
> 
The shots fired by an assassin in 
Dallas Nov. 22 threw the cloak of re­ 
sponsibility around Bob Kennedy’s shoul­ 
ders. He suddenly becam e the symbol 
of all John F. Kennedy had stood for, the 
head of the famous Kennedy clan and a 
substitute father for the late President s 
children, Caroline and John F. Kennedy 


Jr. 
But the change in Bob Kennedy also 
r e fle c ts the heavy burden he has borne 
since January, 1961, 
as the nation’s 
. ch ief law . enforcement officer, presiden­ 
tial confidant and behind - the . scenes 
strategist. 
‘ 
He had an important role in every m a­ 
jor crisis that faced the nation while 
his brother was president, and his shoul­ 
ders carried a large share of the chief 
' executive’s burdens. 
With his shirt sleeves rolled up and his 
tie hanging limply around his neck, he 
was at his brother’s side almost constant­ 
ly during the Cuban missile crisis in 
October, 1962. 
As a member of the National Security 
Council, he played a leading role in 
retting up this country’s counter-insur­ 
gency program. 
When his brother battled the steel in­ 
creases, Bob Kennedy gathered informa­ 
tion that led to price-fixing indictments 
about two years later. 
Unofficially and behind the scenes, he 
played a leading role in arranging the 
exchange of drugs and medicines for 
prisoners captured 
by 
Fidel 
Castro’s 
forces during the ill-fated Bay of Pigs 
invasion of Cuba. 


dent Jam es R. Hoffa and by 164 other 
convictions of labor racketeers and their 
associates during his tenure. 
Passage of the new civil rights law 
gave him a big victory in his fight to 
extend equal rights to all citizens of the 
country. But the bill did not start — nor 
end — his efforts in that field. 
He was the chief strategist of the fed­ 
eral government in some of its most 
dramatic collisions with state power since 
the Civil War. He was the man who 
sent federal troops into Oxford, Miss., 
and who brought contempt proceedings 
against Alabama Gov. George C. Wal­ 
lace. 
With his lieutenants, he worked out the 
strategy which enrolled Vivian Malone 
and Jam es Hood, both Negores, in the 
University of Alabama. 
He served as the intermediary bring­ 
ing two warring factions together after 
violence broke out in Birmingham. Ala., 
in the spring of 1963. 
He commanded the operations that car­ 
ried out court-ordered integration of pub­ 
lic schools in Birmingham, Tuskegee and 
Huntsville, Ala. 
Under his administration, Justice De­ 
partment attorneys filed 54 suits to pro­ 
tect the rights of Negroes to register 
to vote in the South. 
Without fanfare or publicity, he and 
members of his staff met frequently 
with Southern businessmen, community 
leaders and clergymen to work out vol­ 
untary desegregation of thousands of 
public accommodations. 


But he never forgot that he had an­ 
other, more specific assignment that ad­ 
ded equally heavy burdens and contrib­ 
uted substantially to the change in the 
a man. 
As head of the Justice Department, 
Kennedy 
has 
energetically 
crusaded 
against organized crime and for civil 
* rights. 
He began his campaign against racket­ 
eering as counsel to the Senate Investi­ 
gating Committee while his broher was 
still a senator. He pressed the campaign 
even harder after he became attorney 
general 
* 
His success In this field is symbolized 
bv two convictions of Team ster Presi- 


If they had not been overshadowed by 
his civil rights drive 
and 
his 
battle 
against organized crime. Kennedy’s rec­ 
ord in the anti-trust field and his cam ­ 
paign to eliminate injustice in the na­ 
tion’s criminal laws alone would have 
tabbed his administration as forceful. 
His victories in the Supreme Court 
opened a whole new horizon af anti-trust 
cases. Bank mergers were brought into 
the scope of anti-trust scrunity, and a 
new focus was placed on the impact of 
mergers between large corporations that 
tended toward monopoly and eliminated 
competition. 
In New York in December, 1961, he 
set the tone for his administration’s at­ 
titude toward price-fixing by calling it 
“ nothing less than economic racketeer­ 
ing.” 
And all the while there was a third 
facet to Kennedy’s busy life — his priv­ 
ate affairs. 
He lived with his wife and eight chil­ 
dren — a ninth is expected about Christ­ 
mas — in a big white farmhouse at Mc- 
Clean, Va. 
The large estate was populated by 
three dogs, half a dozen horses and 
ponies, a flock of geese, a burro, a sea 
lion, a loft of pigeons, at least 12 rab­ 
bits. three turtles and other pets. 
AH of these demanded part of Bob 
Kennedy’s time but they did not detract 
from his unstinting devotion to govern­ 
ment service — the central theme of his 
life. 
They all combined to add to the stead­ 
ily deepening care-lines 
engraved 
on 
his face.

LONDON (NEA) — A w ar­ 
time heroine who saved the lives 
of 7,000 British troops in 1940 
has just been given a last- 
minute reprieve from the death 
sentence. 
She is the Medway Queen, a 
316 - ton side - wheel steamer, 
credited with 
rescuing under 
fire more British soldiers from 
the flaming beaches of Dunkirk 
than any other non-naval vessel. 
Since the war the Medway 
Queen 
has 
been 
plying 
the 
Thames River as a pleasure 
boat, her glorious wartime rec­ 
ord all but forgotten. But when 
it was announced last October 
that the famous paddle steam ­ 
er, now a dowager of 40, was 
to be broken up for scrap, a 
group of sentimental Britons de­ 
cided to do something about it. 
They 
formed 
the 
Medway 
Queen Trust with the goal of 
raising $24,000 to buy the side- 
paddler by August this* year. 
They were far short of their 
goal, however, when a catering 
firm stepped in with a sizeable 
last-minute contribution. Now it 
looks as though the Medway 
Queen will finish her days as a 
restaurant anchored along the 
Thames. 
The catering firm has assured 
the boat’s original backers that 
it will do everything possible to 
preserve the Medway Queen’s 
original character and dignity.

half a million 
British troops 
found themselves bottled up on 
a narrow strip of beach at Dun­ 
kirk by the advancing Nazi of­ 
fensive.

But 
a fleet of small craft, including 
the 
Medway Queen, 
set 
out 
from Britain to try to bring the 
boys safely home. 
The “ Mosquito Armada,” as 
this motley assortment of ves­ 
sels was called, included oyster 
dredgers, 
cockle 
boats, 
coal- 
burning 
mine 
sweepers 
and 
private yachts. 
They had such fanciful names 
as 
the 
Royal 
Daffodil, 
the 
Brighton Belle and Yorkshire 
Lass and there was even a 
Dracula and a Frightened Lady 
among the craft. 


The Medway Queen’s fame 


What distinguished the Med­ 
way Queen from the others was 
that she was not only one of the 
first ships in at Dunkirk, but 
also one of the last ships out, 
making seven round trips. 
Her crew was under almost 
continuous shellfire and aerial 
strafing and got by with only a 
few hours’ sleep and very little 
food for six days. 
Robert Brett, a crew member, 
describes the weird sight that 
greeted 
him 
when 
he 
took 
ashore one of the big boats the 


Medway Queen had towed to 
Dunkirk. 
“ I sighted a causeway about 
eight feet wide heading out into 
the water,” Brett relates. “ To 
my surprise I found it to be a 
perfectly ordered straight col­ 
umn of men about six abreast, 
standing as if on parade. 
“ When 
I 
reached 
them 
a 
sergeant stepped up to me and 
said, ‘Yes, sir. Sixty men, sir?’ 
He 
then 
walked 
along 
the 
column, which remained in per­ 
fect 
formation, 
and 
detailed 
the required number to follow 
. t i 
me. 
On one of its trips home the 
Medway Queen was following in 
the wake of the Brighton Belle, 
another paddle steamer, when 
the Belle hit the hulk of a 
wrecked ship and ripped off her 
bottom. 
The 
Medway 
Queen 
closed on the Brighton Belle as 
she sank, and picked off the 800 
troops which the doomed ship 
was carrying, plus her crew, 
her captain, and even the cap­ 
tain’s dog. 
Some Britons are critical of 
the decision to turn the Medway 
Queen 
into 
a 
restaurant. 
It 
would have been better if she 
could have been preserved as a 
Dunkirk memorial, they argued, 
tied up at a permanent moor­ 
ing like the clipper ship Cutty 
Sark. All, however, agree that 
the Medway Queen’s new role 
is better than inglorious death 
in the scrapyard.

If so, VISTA is look­ 
ing for you. 
VISTA is a domestic 
version of the 
Peace 
Corps, which is being 
established as part of 
the War on Poverty. It 
stands for “ Volunteers 
in Service to Am erica.’’ 
The anti . 
poverty 
legislation Congress en­ 
acted last 
month 
au­ 
thorizes Sargent Shriv­ 
e l s new office of eco­ 
nomic opportunity to re­ 
cruit 5.000 VISTA volunteers. Applica­ 
tions by mail are being accepted. The 
address is: VISTA, Box IOO. Washing­ 
ton 25, D.C. 
Glen Ferguson, a former Peace Corps 
official who is directing recruitment for 
VISTA, told UPI in an interview he is 
confident there’ll be plenty of applicants.

said. “ VISTA volunteers will live among 
the poor people they’re trying to help— 
whether in urban slums or rural pockets

of poverty. They won’t have the glamor 
of serving in a far-off country. They’ll 
be doing the sam e sort of thing that 
Peace Corpsmen dot but in Appalachia 
instead of Afghanistan, in Harlem in­ 
stead of Kenya.” 
It is precisely the ruggedness of the 
challenge that makes Ferguson confident 
of the response. The Peace Corps, which 
was swamped with applicants from the 
start, proved there are many Americans, 
young and old, who are willing to ac­ 
cept hardship as the price of being 
genuinely useful to the most deprived 
members of the human family. 
VISTA volunteers will sign up for one 
year. After four to six weeks of training, 
they will be assigned to a wide variety 
of rural and urban projects. 
Some will go to Indian reservations to 
help build desperately needed sanitation 
facilities for people who have the high­ 
est disease and death rate in America. 
Some will live among migrant farm 
workers, providing education and health 
care for children who are often put to 
work in the fields at the age of six or 
seven. 
There will be VISTA volunteers in city 
slums operating day-care centers for the 
children of working mothers, conducting 
literacy classes for unemployed adults 
who cannot read or write, helping poor 
and ignorant 
people 
fight 
their 
way 
through the m orass of bureaucratic red 
tape which often prevents them from 
leceiving public health and welfare serv­ 
ices. 
Community services which suffer from 
a chronic shortage of manpower can 
apply to VISTA for help. Special priority 
will be given to community agencies 
serving the mentally ill and mentally 
retarded. 


“ We can use a great variety of skills— 
nurses, teachers, social workers, farm ­ 
ers, carpenters . . . in all, more than IOO 
occupations. And we also can use young 
people, housewives, retired businessmen 
and people who know how to do some­ 
thing, from teaching 
a 
youngster 
to 
swim 
to helping 
a 
mountain 
family 
start a vegetable garden. The one basic 
requirement is that they care about poor 
people, enough to share their life and 
try to help them.” 


Is it really necessary that VISTA vol­ 
unteers live among 
the 
slum 
people 
they’re trying to help? 
“ Yes, we don’t want any 9 to 5 vol­ 
unteers 
who return 
to 
middle 
class 
America every evening. One lesson wp 
learned in the Peace Corps is that you 
can’t impart skills and insights to people 
until you have established a basis of 
friendship with them. To make a real 
contribution to the poor, a volunteer 
must learn to know them as human be­ 
ings and be accepted by them as a fel­ 
low human being rather than a con­ 
descending outsider.”

What kind of people is VISTA seek­ 
ing? 
“ The only absolute requirement is that 
they be more than 18 years of age,” 
said Ferguson. “ There is no upper age 
limit. We’ll welcome retired people. We 
also will welcome married couples, in­ 
cluding those with children under 18, 
if they’re willing to have their families 
live for a year in the environment of 
poverty. 


In addition to VISTA volunteers, Shriv- 
er’s fledgling agency is seeking appli­ 
cations from teachers and counselors to 
serve on the staffs of the job corps 
camps which will be set up across the 
nation, beginning this fall, to provide 
remedial education and work experience 
for youths 16 to 22 who are out of school 
and out of work. 
About 750 teachers and counselors are 
needed for the first year of the pro­ 
gram. They will be paid professional 
salaries, ranging from $5,000 to $8,600. 
Although a teaching certificate is not a 
rigid requirement, priority in hiring will 
go to those with training or experience 
“ The most 
important 
qualification,” 
said Jam es Gillis, an aide to Shriver, 
"is that they be sensitive, understanding, 
flexible people, free of social or racial 
bias and willing to tackle the challeng­ 
ing assignment of teaching youngsters 
who have failed or dropped out of regular 
schools.”

All w ater custom ers in M orris­ 
ville will get meters effective 
as soon as possible. 
That was 
the 
decision 
last 
night 
of 
Morrisville 
Borough 
Council, which adopted a reso­ 
lution 
to solve the 
borough's 
critical w ater shortage. 
The resolution, adopted by a 
6-2 
majority 
vote, 
authorizes 
the Morrisville Municipal Auth­ 
ority to seek Federal aid and 
to float a short term bond issue 
lo finance a new w ater tank, 
transm ission lines, a w ater fil­ 
ter plant and to install meters. 


This action 
ended 
a 
long­ 
standing dispute o v e r whether 
or not m eters should be installed 
to cut-down on w ater usage and 
to better regulate 
w ater 
cus­ 
tom ers’ service. 
The two dissenting votes cam e 
from Michael Demech, council 
president, and .Joseph Catania, 
chairm an 
of 
councM’s 
water 
committee. 


Catania earlier had motioned 
to build the new tank and filter 
plant but without meers. This 
motion w?as defeated by 6-2. with 
Demech voting along with Ca­ 
tania. 
Both 
Demech 
and 
Catania 
spoke out strongly against in­ 
stalling 
meters. 
Demech 
said 
he was “always against w ater 
m eters” and 
he warned that 
residents in the future would 
come to him and complain. 
“ I want to say this,” Demech 
, said, ‘‘two years from now, af­ 
ter 
the 
meters 
are 
installed 
and the new filter plant is built, 
you people will come to me to 
complain. 
Don’t 
say I didn t 
; warn you.” 
Catania said he had favored 
m eters 
‘‘from 
the 
beginning” 
and “J will not deviate from 
it." He said further that until 
council 
can 
guarantee 
more 
water, then the problem hasn’t 
been solved. 
"If this resolution is adopt­ 
ed.” Catania said, ‘‘then come 
next 
sum m er and there is a 
long drought, people still will 


m ake use of the water, then 
w hat?” 
Councilman 
Thomas 
Rohner 
motioned to adopt the resolu­ 
tion with the metering provis­ 
ion. 
He said 
he felt that in 
passing his resolution, borough 
fathers were acting in an “ in 
telligent,” fashion and that this 
would answer the borough’s w a­ 
ter shortage problem. 


There are roughly 3.500 w a­ 
ter customers in the borough. 
Already 1,000 have meters, leav­ 
ing 2,500 more which must be 
metered. Council estimated the 
cost at $80,000 and Rohner said 
that bids 
must be advertised 
and accepted before work could 
actually start on installation. 
Both Catania 
and 
Demech 
said they wanted the record to 
show they favor all aspects of 
Rohner’s resolution except m et­ 
ering.
